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Court Reporter 
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A JURY was yesterday (Wednes¬ 
day) considering its verdict in the 
trial of a teenager accused of raping 
a 14-year-old girl in a garage in 
Harlow. 

Reece Bishop, 19, who denies two 
charges of rape, claimed he was 
with his girlfriend after having left 
the victim with another man in the 
Staple Tye area of town. 

Diana Piggott, prosecuting at 
Chelmsford Crown Court, said that 
on February 16 this year the girl 


had gone to the house of a friend in 
Willowfield, Harlow. 

Bishop, formerly of Woodcroft, 
Harlow, turned up some time later. 

“They were all having a good 
time and a laugh,” said Ms Piggott. 
“Bishop kissed her but she made it 
quite clear she didn’t want it to 
happen and pulled back.” 

Kissed 

Later, after leaving the house, 
they were walking along a cycle 
track when Bishop kissed her and 
pushed her against a fence. 

“He took her by the hand and led 


her towards the garage. He undid 
his trousers and she pushed him 
away, but he carried on and pulled 
her clothing down. She described 
him as having an angry face.” 

Ms Piggott said Bishop raped the 
girl twice after she made it clear she 
did not consent to sex. 

“Later she messaged her friend 
and told him not to invite Bishop to 
come to his house again,” said the 
prosecutor. “A week or two later she 
said she had been raped.” 

Ms Piggott said that after being 
contacted by police the girl finally 
reported the matter to them on 


March 11. Bishop was arrested two 
weeks later and during a police 
interview agreed he had seen the 
girl and the other man in Staple Tye 
but denied ever going to the other 
man’s house. 

Declined 

Bishop declined to give evidence 
in court but his barrister, Neil Fitz- 
gibbon, told the jury there was an 
“enormous” lack of evidence 
against him. 

“There’s no plan, map or picture 
of the garage or of the location; 
we’ve no idea the garage exists,” 


said Mr Fitzgibbon. 

Referring to the rape allegation, 
he said: “There is no forensic evid¬ 
ence whether it’s been done or oth¬ 
erwise. 

“There is no evidence of finger¬ 
prints from the garage or any relat¬ 
ing to footprints. There is no 
evidence a scenes of crime officer 
has ever been there. 

“There’s no evidence of any 
injury to the girl which may have 
come in a struggle.” 

The jury had not reached a ver¬ 
dict by the time the Star went to 
press.

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Fire service rapped 
in damning report 

Review identifies widespread bullying and intimidation

AN independent review of the culture of 
the Essex County Fire and Rescue Ser¬ 
vice has branded it toxic and dysfunc¬ 
tional. 

The report’s author Irene Lucas, a 
former chief executive of South 
Tyneside Council, said she had iden¬ 
tified widespread bullying and intim¬ 
idation at every level. 

Ms Lucas surveyed hundreds of 
employees, reviewed 213 documents 
and studied 1,033 emails between March 
and August this year before drawing up 
a summary of recommendations. 

Announcing the findings at a con¬ 
ference held at the service’s headquar¬ 
ters in Kelvedon last week, she said: 
“People in this service are desperate for 
change as there is evidence of an entire 
organisational malaise. 

“Governance of the service needs to 
be strengthened and the hierarchical 
structure needs to be amended. There is 
a complete lack of trust within the 
organisation.” 

She added: “I have also evidenced 
many situations of bullying and har¬ 
assment, which has moved away from 
physical bullying prevalent in initi¬ 


ation ceremonies to absolutely evident 
psychological bullying going on across 
the organisation from top to bottom, 
which needs to be addressed.” 

Ms Lucas also described the narrat¬ 
ive of the organisation as disjointed. 
“There will always be a need for emer¬ 
gency response people but prevention is 
now a big part of the service,” she said. 
“But the lack of communication across 
the board is driving a wedge between 
senior management who are speaking 
in this way and rest of the workforce.” 

Commitment 

However, she also said she had iden¬ 
tified strong levels of commitment 
among the majority of employees, with 
many members telling her they were 
proud of the job they do. 

The review - which included con¬ 
sultation with employees, Fire Author¬ 
ity members and staff as well as trade 
union representatives - recommended 
the appointment of an external expert 
advisory panel to hold the service 
accountable for a period of 24 months. 

Ms Lucas said: “The panel should be 
comprised of very senior people who 
understand change and the Fire 
Authority but, more importantly, how 
to respect people and create a positive 


culture.” 

Responding to the findings of the 
review, Acting Chief Fire Officer Adam 
Eckley said: “Essex County Fire and 
Rescue Service asked for this compre¬ 
hensive cultural review to be under¬ 
taken. As a senior management team 
we identified a number of fundamental 
cultural issues that needed to be 
brought into the open and addressed. 

“We welcome the publication of the 
review and we will not shy away from 
the findings and recommendations, 
however difficult that may be. We will 
be reviewing the report and its recom¬ 
mendation in the great detail it 
deserves and then work with the fire 
authority to implement a process of 
change.” 

Essex Fire Authority chairman Tony 
Hedley said: “The culture and beha¬ 
viours outlined in the report are unac¬ 
ceptable. This is a thorough, wide- 
ranging independent report which 
takes us to the heart of the challenges 
we have to tackle. 

“We now need to consider its content 
and recommendations and put in place 
an action plan which will secure real 
cultural change in the service so we can 
move forward with confidence, as one 
team.”

CULTURE minister John Whittingdale 
was taken on a tour of Parndon Mill 
Gallery during a visit to Harlow on 
Friday. 

Mr Whittingdale, who is the Secret¬ 
ary of State for Culture, Media and 
Sport, was accompanied by town MP 
Robert Halfon, also dropped in at the 
Queen’s Head pub in Churchgate Street 
and Phoenix Studios, above the Phoenix 
Resource Centre, in East Gate. 

During his visit Mr Whittingdale 
spoke about the Government’s response 
to the refugee crisis. 

“I think the Prime Minister respon¬ 
ded to what was a strong public feeling 
that these people are in a desperate state 
and the pictures we’ve seen have pro¬ 
voked a strong reaction,” he said. 

“But while our heart goes out to these 
people, what we can’t do is steer every 


migrant into England.” 

Mr Whittingdale, an outspoken critic 
of the BBC, also defended cuts to the 
broadcaster’s budget. 

“What we had to do as a government 
after the election was to address the 


budget and get the economy right,” he 
said. 

“All services should play a part in this 
process, including the BBC, and the 
necessary cuts were made as part of a 
series of tough decisions.”

Trio charged with

Harlow, has been charged 
charged with being concerned in 
the supply of cocaine and 
possession of cannabis. 

All three were arrested in 
Crown Gate on May 15, 2015. 

Mcllhargeh and Luminsa are 
due to appear at Chelmsford 
Magistrates Court on October 7 
while Armstrong is due to 
appear at the same court five 
days later on October 12. 
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Police think 
brutal attack 
was filmed 

DETECTIVES believe a vicious 
gang attack in Harlow town 
centre, which left a 19-year-old 
man with serious injuries, might 
have been filmed. 

The victim, from Harlow, was 
walking near the Cash Concepts 
shop, at Market House, when he 
was surrounded by a group of 
men and attacked. 

He was taken to Princess 
Alexandra Hospital where he 
had surgery to repair serious 
fractures to his face. 

Five men were arrested in 
connection with the assault, 
which happened between 3am 
and 3.30am on Friday. 

Police believe it might have 
been filmed on mobile phones 
and have appealed for anyone 
with footage to get in touch. 

The five men, aged between 18 
and 20, were arrested on 
suspicion of causing grievous 
bodily harm. They have been 
released on police bail until 
December 11 pending further 
inquiries.

We’ll do everything 
we can for refugees 

Council leader echoes PM’s response to crisis

JON Clempner has defended his stance 
on the Syrian refugee crisis but has 
dismissed suggestions that hundreds of 
refugees will not be arriving in Harlow 
to be housed. 

The Harlow Council leader echoed 
the statement from Prime Minister 
David Cameron who said on Monday 
that “it is absolutely right that Britain 
should fulfil its moral responsibility to 
help those refugees” and that it is a 
“truly national effort”. 

Mr Cameron announced in Parlia¬ 
ment that Britain would take 20,000 
Syrian refugees over the next five 
years. 

But Cllr Clempner has been forced to 
defend his position amid fears from 
residents that hundreds of refugees 
would be given homes in Harlow. 

Resettle 

“I have said we will do what we can to 
help and we are willing to do our bit, 
along with other councils up and down 
the country,” he said. “This doesn’t 
mean hundreds of refugees will arrive 
in Harlow to be housed. This is about 
every council doing its bit and helping 
to resettle a small number of refugees in 
its communities. 


“There is an established system in 
place already for resettling and housing 
refugees in this country. The Govern¬ 
ment has said it intends to continue 
following this system.” 

While the plight of those fleeing the 
war has prompted humanitarian efforts 
in Harlow as residents respond to 
emotive pictures of suffering men, 
women and children, demands have 
been growing on social media for Bri¬ 
tain to open to more refugees. 

More than four million are believed to 
have fled Syria since civil war began in 
2011. The United Nations’ refugee 
agency records almost 1.8 million fled to 
Turkey, more than 600,000 to Jordan and 
one million to Lebanon, which has a 
population of only four million. Ger¬ 
many expects to take more than 800,000 
of the displaced people this year. 

According to the Government, Bri¬ 
tain is the second biggest bilateral 
donor of humanitarian aid, pledging 
£900 million. 

Cllr Clempner said the support needs 
to be Government-funded, adding: 
“There is an acute housing shortage in 
Harlow and intense pressure on local 
services. The last thing I want to do is 
increase these problems.” 

“We are aware, for example, some 
residents who have accommodation or 
spare rooms have offered to make these 


available to refugees, and other organ¬ 
isations have been in touch to see how 
they can help. It is gratifying to see so 
many people showing compassion to 
fellow human beings in need.” 

Harlow MP Robert Halfon, who has 
previously visited a refugee camp on the 
Iraq/Syria border, said: “This tragedy is 
occurring because of terrorism, poor 
country economies and evil regimes in 
the Middle East and Africa. 

Compassion 

“Great Britain is one of the most 
compassionate countries in the world. I 
am proud the Government has already 
taken in 5,000 Syrian refugees and that 
we have a proud history of offering 
asylum to those who need it. 

“It is also worth noting Britain has 
one of the longest running and largest 
refugee resettlement schemes in the EU, 
in partnership with the UN and spends 
many billions on our overseas aid 
budget. 

“Although it is also an established 
principle of international law that 
people should claim asylum in the first 
safe country they reach and that coun¬ 
try must take responsibility for pro¬ 
cessing those claims, it is right that the 
Government is working closely with the 
United Nations and European Union to 
deal with this human tragedy.”

All welcome, but please call, if possible, 
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Time is key in 
stroke cases 

SIR The idea of a specialist 
stroke unit placed in Romford is 
clearly bonkers (Star, September 
3). There is a fundamental flaw - 
time. 

As is well-publicised, time is of 
the essence with a stroke. 
Romford is 37 minutes away on a 
clear midday run. Put that 
together with the extremely 
thinly spread ambulance service 
that covers a vast area up to 
Cambridgeshire, the gathering of 
a specialist team at Essex will 
clearly risk not seeing a Harlow 
patient for more than two-and-a- 
half hours even when the roads 
are totally clear. 

The stroke ward at PAH does 
an excellent job but it is under 
considerable pressure to 
discharge what I have directly 
observed to be a phenomenal 
number of patients. Several 
solutions are readily available 
which would be considerably 
more efficient, cost-effective and 
lead to better outcomes. 

Instead of sending stroke 
victims home too early or 
keeping them in a critical care 
bed for observation, after setting 
a course of treatment provide a 
new cottage hospital type ward 
as a stepping stone to discharge. 
Re-admission is a costly process, 
especially when it involves a 
home care package. 

What would also vastly 
improve outcomes would be a 
better integration of paramedic, 
EAU, stroke ward specialist 
doctor and nursing and after 
care services. My direct 
experience and observation 
provided a snapshot that clearly 
shows services using laborious 
paper-based systems that wastes 
as much as half the time nurses 
and doctors spend working. 

Given the growing population 
of the area around PAH there is 
a very strong case against the 
proposal. One only has to look at 
the spectacular failures in 
London hospitals and the 
disastrous consequences for 
patients to see how this idea of 
concentrated centres of 
excellence has totally failed. 

If working admin practices are 
changed and remote care 
embraced, the money saved and 
gains in efficiency would pay to 
make up any shortage of these 
highly trained staff in Harlow. 

What the changes are really 
telling us is that management 
has failed to tackle duplication 
and waste and so can't provide 
future services in Harlow. It also 
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shows they have failed to 
observe the failures of similar 
applications of said policies in 
London. 

Stroke patients are often 
confused and disorientated. 

They need to be accompanied by 
relatives and receive frequent 
visits which is hardly possible if 
they are at Romford or in transit.

Responsibility 
for refugees 

SIR I was very disappointed to 
read on the Star’s website Robert 
Halfon’s response to the growing 
tide of humanitarian opinion on 
the matter of Syrian refugees. 

Contrary to Mr Halfon, I 
would like the UK to prove 
rather than proclaim it is “one of 
the most compassionate 
countries in the world”. Taking 
5,000 refugees from Syria hardly 
proves it, especially as the UK 
has only accepted 216 people 
under the Syrian Vulnerable 
Persons Relocation scheme. 

It is, therefore, safe to assume 
the 4,800 had to risk their lives to 
come here and yet our MP wants 
to “break the link between 
getting into boats and settling in 
Europe”. 

If I were him I would keep 
quiet about the 4,800 or else 
people might get on to boats! 

It is the near complete absence 
of legal routes to asylum in 
Europe that is one of the keys to 
the current crisis in the 
Mediterranean. 

As for the fundamental causes 
of the outflow of desperate 
people, he is right to point to 
terrorism, poor country 
economies and evil regimes in 
the Middle East, but in terms of 
the latter he should have a wider 
perspective. 

Launching an evil and 
murderous war on the people of 
Iraq is well up there among the 
fundamental causes of the 
problems of today. The UK and 
its allies (the US, Australia, 
Poland, Spain, Portugal, and 
Denmark) bear a special 
responsibility. 

I would like to hear Mr Halfon 
and other politicians accept that 
the UK needs to take a large 
share of the Syrian refugees, in 
part, in atonement for the 
devastation the Iraq war 
inflicted on the region. Instead 
he wants a “regional solution” 
with some assistance from the 
UK. 


I am sure he knows that 
Lebanon has taken over a 
million Syrian refugees, making 
them one in five of the 
population. As if that small 
country has not suffered enough 
from the strains imposed by big 
power politics, it has over 400,000 
Palestinian refugees as a 
reminder of past policy failures. 

Maybe Mr Halfon knows all 
this but would rather the rest of 
us did not?

Rent rises will 
cause conflict 

SIR The Conservative 
government, claiming to be the 
party of hardworking blue collar 
workers, is threatening huge 
rent rises for working tenants of 
councils or housing associations. 

Any household earning more 
than a total of £30,000 a year (or 
£40,000 in London) is threatened 
with the doubling or tripling of 
rents to market levels, forcing 
people out of their homes and 
communities. 

Existing council rents are not 
subsidised, as ministers falsely 
claim. Council rents are lower 


because they are not based on 
maximised profits. 

Tenants did not cause the 
economic crash and austerity 
but are being asked to pay for it. 

Charging market rents for 
working households would deter 
people from work, promotion or 
overtime, undermine the idea of 
mixed communities, force 
affected households to move or 
take in lodgers and thus 
intensify overcrowding, and 
push some to consider Right to 
Buy leaseholding, although most 
can not afford this even with 
maximum discount 

As with the poll tax, it would 
also push many off the rent book 
and create further conflict as 
tenants refuse to declare income 
and challenge landlords’ powers 
to force disclosure 

We oppose the Government 
proposal to extend the Right to 
Buy for housing associations, 
paid for by forcing councils to 
sell off the top 30 per cent of 
homes (by value) on the open 
market. This will worsen the 
housing crisis by reducing the 
number of council and housing 
association homes for rent, mean 
longer waiting lists and increase 
homelessness and overcrowding, 
while blighting council and 


housing association home- 
building programmes. 

These proposals will plunge 
even more people into paying 
much higher private sector rents 
for insecure, unregulated and 
often poor quality 
accommodation.

Polio is still 
a real threat 


deeply saddened to read the 
news of two cases of polio being 
discovered in the Ukraine 
recently - the first cases in 
Europe since 2010. 

Such news comes not only as a 
setback to all of those who fight 
to eradicate polio but also as a 
stark reminder as to how much 
more work is to be done. 

An estimated 120,000 people in 
the UK alone live with the late 
effects of polio and post polio 
syndrome (PPS), a figure 
believed to be similar to the 
number of people suffering from 
Parkinson’s or Motor Neurone 
Disease. What’s telling is that 
PPS receives only a fraction of 
public and medical awareness. 
It’s time that polio was once 
again treated with the respect it 
deserves. It still poses a severe 
risk to people of all ages. 

As much as this news is a 
setback, it’s imperative that it’s 
turned into something positive 
and acts as wake up call as to 
what more needs to be done. 

As chief executive of the 
charity which helps, supports 
and empowers those in the UK 
living with the late effects of 
polio and PPS, it is my hope that 
this recent news acts as a 
catalyst for change. 

It is vital that we heed these 
recent cases in Europe as a 
warning and recognise the vast 
amount of work still to be done.

PARNDON Hall, a Grade II listed 
building tucked away in the 
grounds of Princess Alexandra 
Hospital, will open its doors to 
the public on Saturday between 
11am and 4.30pm.

Parndon Hall is now used as a 
training centre for doctors but 
was once the home of a wealthy 
businessman, Loftus Arkwright, 
and his artist wife, Elizabeth, 
whose remarkable paintings still 
adorn the house. 

The house, which was built in 
1867 as a family home for the 
couple, still retains the original 
layout. 

When Harlow masterplanner

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PAH counts the cost of 
missed appointments 


Hospital estimates loss in June to be about £250k

MISSED appointments cost The Princess 
Alexandra Hospital NHS Trust almost a 
quarter of a million pounds in June, latest 
figures show. 

On average, for every missed first out¬ 
patient appointment the trust loses at 
least £149 and for every follow-up appoint¬ 
ment the loss is at least £74. 

The total estimated loss for June is 
based on 899 missed new appointments 
and 1,518 missed follow-ups making a total 
of nearly £250,000. 

Chief operating officer Stephanie Law- 
ton said: “Please help us to reduce this 
waste by telling us in good time if you are 
unable to attend your appointment. 

Change 

“The more notice that you can give us 
the more chance we have of giving your 
appointment to someone else.” 

Earlier this week health Secretary 
Jeremy Hunt said missed GP and hospital 
appointments were costing the NHS in 
England nearly £lbn a year. 

Mr Hunt told the BBC that NHS 
resources were stretched already, adding 
there would be more than one million 
extra people aged over 70 by the end of the 
current parliament. 

“If we’re going to square the circle and 
have a fantastic NHS, despite all those 
pressures, then we have to take personal 
responsibility for the way that we use NHS 
resources,” he said. 


Mr Hunt told the audience in Essex he 
did not have a “problem in principle with 
the idea of charging people for missed 
appointments”. 

But he added: “I think in practical 
terms it could be difficult to do, but I've 
taken a step towards that this week by 
announcing that when people do miss an 
appointment they will be told how much 
that's cost the NHS.” 

Missed 

Across the whole NHS, the number of 
hospital appointments exceeded 100 mil¬ 
lion for the first time in 2014 year but only 
80 million were kept, according to the 
Health and Social Care Information 
Centre. 

Just over 13 per cent of appointments 
were either cancelled by patients or they 
simply failed to attend. 

Among measures in place at The Prin¬ 
cess Alexandra Hospital NHS Trust to 
ensure appointments are not lost are text 
message reminders. 

The trust is also considering reminding 
patients how much a missed appointment 
costs when sending out text reminders. 

Plans also being considered include an 
online system allowing patients more flex¬ 
ibility to cancel their appointments out-of- 
hours and request a re-scheduled time. 

Ms Lawton added: “At a time when 
resources are so stretched, keeping your 
hospital appointment or cancelling or re¬ 
scheduling it in good time could make a 
huge difference with very little effort 
involved.”

Trust records 
another fall 
in the number 
of complaints 

THE Princess Alexandra Hospit¬ 
al NHS Trust is bucking the 
national trend which has seen a 
rise in complaints about NHS 
hospital services in the last 
year. 

Across England there were 
121,000 complaints about hospital 
services last year - up 5.7 per cent 
on the 114,000 complaints 
received in 2013/2014 according 
to the Health & Social Care 
Information Centre. 

At PAH, however, complaints 
fell to a record low of 379 over the 
same period - a drop of one per 
cent on the previous 12 months 
and down for the third year run¬ 
ning. 

It follows the introduction of 
the trust's Achieving Excellence 
in Patient Experience’ pro¬ 
gramme which encourages 
patients and their families to 
speak up when things don’t go 
right so that remedial action can 
be taken at the earliest oppor¬ 
tunity and staff can learn the 
necessary lessons to avoid any 
similar incident. 

Professor Nancy Fontaine, 
deputy chief executive and chief 
nurse, said: “I would echo that 
sentiment entirely. We know we 
don’t always get things right and 
so we need our patients and their 
families and friends to speak 
up.”

Assault victim beaten 
and dumped in wood 

Man was punched and kicked before being bundled into van 
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Court Reporter 
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THREE people who carried out a 
sustained attack on a man and then 
left him in a woodland in Harlow 
have been spared jail. 

Police found the victim, Belal 
Miah, wandering on a road near 
where he had been dumped. He was 
taken to hospital where he was 
found to have bruising on most of 
his body. 

Chelmsford Crown Court was 
told Mr Miah was assaulted after 
he had gone to his former partner’s 
home in Great Brays. He was 
punched, kicked and threatened 
before being chased, bundled into a 
van and driven away to the wood¬ 
land were he was dumped. 

His assailants - Tony Nguyen, 23, 
of Occasio House, Harlow; Mark 
Ian King, 38, of Milwards, Harlow, 
and Tevin Christy, 20, of Plaistow, 
in east London - pleaded guilty to 
assault causing actual bodily harm 
but denied a charge of kidnap 
which was left on file. 

Penelope Blake, prosecuting, 
said that when Mr Miah knocked 
on the door of his former partner it 
was opened by her current partner 
Nguyen who asked him what he 
wanted. 

“Nguyen closed the door and Mr 
Miah waited outside for five 
minutes, whereupon the door 
opened again and Nguyen and 


Christy went for him,” said Ms 
Blake. “Mr Miah fell to the floor 
and all three defendants punched 
and kicked him. 

“Nguyen threatened to throw 
him out of a window and all three 
beat him up. Having been let go, Mr 
Miah was chased down the street 
by Christy.” 

However, the court was told that 
Mr Miah had lost his keys and so 
retraced his steps. Nguyen then 
chased him and a van driven by 
King pulled up alongside and and 
Mr Miah was bundled inside. 

Passing sentence, judge David 
Turner told the defendants: “You 
all behaved very badly indeed. I 
don’t know half of what tensions 
built up but he [Mr Miah] didn’t 
deserve to be assaulted the way he 
was. 

“He was beaten and struck, 
punched and kicked, bundled into 
a van and driven into the coun¬ 
tryside and dumped.” 

Christy and Nguyen were given 
18-month community orders and 
ordered to carry out 200 and 240 
hours of unpaid work while King, 
who the judge said had played “ a 
lesser role” was given a 12-month 
community order with 200 hours 
unpaid work. 

The judge also imposed a two- 
year restraining order preventing 
them from contacting Mr Miah, 
whose ex-partner is King's daugh¬ 
ter.

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'Evil’ killer of 
ex PAH nurse 
gets 23 years 


Victim’s parents say he should die in jail

THE heartbroken parents of a former Prin¬ 
cess Alexandra Hospital nurse killed by a 
man she met during a night out said they 
hope he is haunted every day of his life after 
he was jailed for 23 years. 

Alexander Pacteau bludgeoned 24-year- 
old nurse Karen Buckley to death 
in Glasgow where she was study¬ 
ing for a masters degree in occu¬ 
pational health therapy. 

Miss Buckley, who was born in 
Ireland, had worked as a nurse at 
PAH but left her job and moved to 
Scotland earlier this year to start a 
course at Glasgow Caledonian Uni¬ 
versity. 

She was killed by Pacteau, 21, 
within an hour of meeting him at a 
nightclub in the city in April. He 
launched a savage attack on her in 
his car, repeatedly hitting her on the head 
with a spanner and compressing her neck. 

During his trial at the High Court in 
Glasgow the prosecution said Pacteau had 
planned to dissolve her body in acid but it 
was later found by police inside a blue 
plastic barrel at a farm where he had pre¬ 
viously rented a storage unit. 


Pacteau pleaded guilty last month to mur¬ 
dering Miss Buckley and the case was 
adjourned until this week for sentence. 

Jailing him for 23 years, Judge Lady Rae 
described the murder as a brutal and 
motiveless attack on a defenceless young 
woman. 

“I find it extremely difficult to find words 
appropriate to describe the dreadful crime 
to which you pleaded guilty,” she 
told him. 

“Karen Buckley was a young 
woman in the prime of life. Within 
a matter of minutes, for some inex¬ 
plicable reason, you destroyed her 
young life.” 

Afterwards, Miss Buckley’s par¬ 
ents - John and Marian - said they 
hoped their daughter’s killer 
would never be released. 

“This sentence will not bring our 
beautiful Karen back,” they said. 
“Our little angel has been taken 
from us forever in the cruellest of ways and 
we mourn for her every day. 

“It will, however, ensure that women are 
safe from harm from the truly evil coward 
who took our beautiful Karen’s precious life. 
We hope that he is never released and spends 
every day in prison haunted by what he 
did.”

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Police to attend just 3% of 
anti-social behaviour calls 


Senior officer says officers only be able to respond to ‘high-risk’ cases

ESSEX Police has told councils that its 
officers will only be able to attend three 
per cent of anti-social behaviour cases. 

Assistant Chief Constable of Essex 
Police, Julia Wortley, has written to all 
local authorities across the county to 
explain the force’s approach to handling 
anti-social behaviour reports. 

The letter highlighted the pressures on 
police finances in the face of cuts to spend¬ 
ing budgets and warned officers may not 
be able to attend the 97 per cent of anti¬ 
social behaviour calls assessed as low-risk 
such as dog-fouling, litter-dropping or 
noise complaints. 

In the letter she stated: “Police finances 
have come under the same pressures over 
the last five years as those of local author¬ 
ities. 

“For Essex Police those pressures have 
been made more acute because funding 
per head on policing in the county is below 
average compared with other police forces 
in England and Wales.” 

There were 56,506 incidents of anti¬ 
social behaviour recorded in Essex 
between April 1 last year and March 31. Of 
these, only 1,500 were assessed as high- 
risk. 

Ms Wortley said attending incidents 
which are considered low or medium risk 
has created an “unsustainable” demand 
on resources and jeopardises the quality 
of a response to high-risk cases and to

other emergencies. 

Her letter states that the force’s focus 
will be on incidents of anti-social beha¬ 
viour where: 

■ Vulnerability and or a high risk of 
threat or harm is identified; 

■ Repeat locations are identified and 
cause a high risk of threat or harm to a 
person or community; 

■ An offender is identified who requires 
police intervention to manage their beha¬ 
viour; 

■ A repeat victim is identified who

requires a supportive package to be put in 
place by police. 

Despite saving £72.5m during the period 
of the last government, the force needs to 
find a further £60m over the next five 
years. 

A spokesman for Essex Police said: 
“ACC Wortley’s letter to local authorities 
was clear in stating that only three per 
cent of the calls relating to anti-social 
behaviour received by Essex Police are 
classed as high risk. It would be wrong to 
infer from this that we have stopped 


officers attending any other anti-social 
behaviour incident. 

“With the resources we have available, 
we need to prioritise the 1,500 calls a year 
where there are high risks through 
repeated anti-social incidents, to vulner¬ 
able people or people being specifically 
targeted through harassment or serious 
nuisance. 

“A response from uniformed officers to 
every report of anti-social behaviour isn’t 
necessary but it’s also not possible. 

“Local authorities and the police have 
shared responsibility to tackle anti-social 
behaviour in our communities and we 
don’t believe the public would want uni¬ 
formed officers responding to issues like 
dog fouling, litter or noise nuisance.” 

Essex Police and Crime Commissioner 
Nick Alston said the changing nature of 
crime and ongoing funding challenges 
continues to put the force under pres¬ 
sure. 

“Essex Police must continue to prior¬ 
itise protecting people from serious harm 
and risk which are only a small pro¬ 
portion of anti-social behaviour cases on a 
daily basis,” he said. 

“There are many incidents of anti¬ 
social behaviour where partner agencies 
such as local authorities should have the 
main responsibility in attempting to 
resolve the matter. 

“Essex Police will now refer such cases 
to the appropriate agency. It is vital that 
the force works closely with local author¬ 
ities as the policy is implemented.”

Council should 
not be asked to 
‘do police’s job’ 

EXPECTING local authorities “to do 
the police’s job for them” has been 
branded unreasonable by the leader 
of Harlow Council. 

Jon Clempner was responding to 
suggestions that incidents of anti¬ 
social behaviour classed as ‘low-risk’ 
should be the responsibility of local 
councils. 

He said: “The resourcing of the 
police is clearly not adequate to deal 
with crime, and it is unreasonable to 
expect local councils, who 
themselves have been subject to 
significant cuts, to do their job for 
them.” 

Cllr Clempner said the council 
responded to anti-social behaviour 
incidents by working in partnership 
with organisations including the 
police. “We have a good local 
relationship with the 
Neighbourhood Policing Team,” he 
said. “I fear that this could be put at 
risk due to cutbacks. 

“Although anti-social behaviour 
may be considered less serious by 
the police this can cause ongoing 
misery affecting people’s lives and it 
is up to all organisations to work 
together to resolve issues and find 
solutions for their communities.” 

In July, the Labour leader warned 
that the council is likely to face 
£4.2m of cuts over a three-year 
period. 

Cllr Clempner added: “I recognise 
the need to prioritise services when 
grants from Government are being 
reduced and this is something the 
council is having to do. 

“Concerns have been raised with 
the police about this not just from us 
but other councils and discussions 
will take place within the Safer 
Harlow Partnership on how we can 
address these issues in future.”

A MAN who breached a court order banning him 
from entering Harlow has been jailed for 17 months 
after being told by a judge he was “utterly out of 
control”. 

Danny Humphries ignored the order on five occa¬ 
sions after it was imposed in October of last year, St 
Albans Crown Court was told. 

Humphries also told a probation officer he would 
kill his former partner. The officer was so concerned 
at the threat that he called the police. 

Philip Levy, prosecuting, said a court imposed a 
non-molestation order on Humphries after his 
former partner had wanted nothing to do with him. 
But the court was told 
he continued to harass 
her and as a result had 
been banned from ent¬ 
ering her home town of 
Harlow. 

His actions were said 
to have left her terri¬ 
fied. 

Humphries, of Bell 
Common, Epping, app¬ 
eared in court on 
Thursday for sentence 
after having pleaded 
guilty to being in bre¬ 
ach of the non-molesta- [ 
tion order by virtue of 
the threats he made. JAILED: Danny Humphries 

He was also in breach of a suspended sentence that 
had been imposed after he had been seen in Har¬ 
low. 

Jay Kallagher, representing Humphries, said the 
defendant denied making threats to kill his ex¬ 
partner. He said he used words to the effect that he 
would destroy her new partner and her brother. 

Ms Kallagher said Humphries he had been “frus¬ 
trated” at the end of their nine-year relationship. 

Judge John Plumstead jailed Humphries for 15 
months for breaching the order and a further two 
months for breaching the suspended sentence. 

Passing sentence, the judge told him: “If there is a 
sniff of trouble when you are out on licence you will 
be returned to prison.” 

Speaking after the case, Detective Constable 
Kerry Holdgate said: “Understandably the victim 
has been left terrified by what has happened to her 
and she believes Humphries poses a serious risk to 
her. 

“I hope the fact he is now in prison for a number of 
months will bring some comfort to her. their support 
in bringing this man before the courts.”

Advice for private 
tenants at risk of 
being homeless 

A WARNING that more tenants renting in the 
private sector could be made homeless if the 
properties in which they live are repossessed 
has been sounded by Citizens Advice Harlow. 

A new report, Renting in the Recovery, 
reveals that every year up to 6,800 private 
tenants are evicted in the UK when their 
landlords fall into mortgage arrears. 

Some are only aware they are being evicted 
when bailiffs turn up at the front door. 

There are fears that number could increase 
when interest rates rise, leaving some 
landlords struggling to meet higher mortgage 
repayments. 

The report warns that tenants whose 
landlords do not have a buy to let mortgage or 
an agreement from their mortgage lender to 
rent out the property are at particular risk. 
Although they have the right to two months’ 
notice, some have to go to court to receive this. 

During the past 12 months Citizens Advice 
Harlow has helped more than 200 people over 
issues in the private rental sector. 

Tiziana Groom, chief executive of Citizens 
Advice Harlow, said: “We are concerned that 
some tenants have little protection against 
repossession. 

“Sixty per cent of people that we help live in 
the private rented sector. These people could 
have little or no notice of having to leave their 
homes if their landlord gets into mortgage 
arrears.” 

Gillian Guy, chief executive of Citizens 
Advice, said: “Thousands of renters are being 
repossessed with little or no warning. 

“We helped one tenant who was given only 
three days notice to leave his home when his 
landlord’s property was repossessed. As 
interest rates rise, there is a risk that more 
tenants will face repossession and the 
prospect of homelessness.”

SCHOOLGIRL’S Hollywood dream is 
coming true as she combines her 
homework with starring in a 
blockbuster film. 

Bubbly Lily-Rose Aslandogdu has just 
completed filming for A Monster Calls, where she 
worked alongside Liam Neeson and Sigourney 
Weaver. 

Her debut film role follows a part in TV drama 
Call the Midwife, while she also starred in a Save 
the Children charity advert which went viral - 
amassing almost 50 million views on YouTube. 

But while Lily Rose has a bright future as an 
actress, it’s easy to forget she is still a 12-year-old 
girl from Harlow, who has just started in Year 8 at 
school. 

“It can be difficult to juggle the two at times,” 
said the Burnt Mill Academy student of her school 
and acting life. 

“But I really enjoy them both and it is great 
most of the time - I’m really looking forward to 
the next year of school.” 

Lily-Rose began acting at the age of eight in an 
advert for Quorn, but her career really took off 
when she was named The Face of Argos. 

After her mum Jacqui entered her in the 
competition, just a single photo of the girl from 
Brays Mead helped her win a prestigious 
photoshoot and modelling opportunity from a field 
of 20,000 applicants. 

“I enjoy both modelling and acting, but I prefer 
acting, as I get to meet more people,” said 
Lily-Rose. 

“It has been amazing. Not everyone gets to do 
this and I’m one of the lucky few who gets to be on 
film and television. I want to take it as it comes.” 

After being signed by a top agency while she 
was still at primary school, Lily-Rose began to 
make a name for herself as an actress and it 
wasn’t long before top roles were being offered. 

Filmed in response to the crisis in Syria, The 
Most Shocking Second a Day is a moving 
reflection of what life is like in a country at war 
and Lily-Rose was chosen as the protagonist. 

The Save the Children appeal was released 
exclusively online and not expected to surpass one 
million views, so Lily-Rose was “amazed” at the 
response. 

“It was breathtaking that it even got one million 


views, so to get 50 million is amazing as it really 
tells people what is going on. 

“It was also great for my career that so many 
people saw me in the video.” 


While her 55-year-old mother Jacqui would 
admit to being sceptical when she first heard 
about the video, she now considers it her greatest 
achievement.

“I’m very proud of her. It was a big thing and I 
didn’t think initially a lot of people would look at 
it, but it has gone on to win lots of awards,” she 
said.

Lily-Rose will star as Lily, a friend of the 
protagonist, while Sigourney Weaver and Felicity 
Jones also appear. 

Much of the young actress’s development took 
place within Harlow at the Kevin Adams Academy 
- her talent and hard-work ethic seeing her shine 
from the outset. 

Kevin said: “She has been with us since the 
academy started five years ago. She used to come 
with her brother Jake (who is now 21 and has 
stopped acting) and her family are very committed 
to everything she does. 

“Three years ago, I gave her a whole script to 
learn and she had memorised it in a week. She has 
that ability to just get on with it.” 

The Passmores Academy-based performing arts 
school has had many success stories, but Lily-Rose 
is the first member to appear in a film. 

“She has a great determination and is 100 per 
cent committed. The thing with her is that she 
will just absorb the good stuff and remembers 
what she has learnt.” 

While she is able to claim she has worked with 
some of the biggest names in Hollywood and 
appeared on prime time television - one would 
think Lily-Rose would be able to have the best 
stories to tell in the playground. 

However, boasting about her success is not in 
her humble nature and she would rather just 
enjoy what her youth brings. 

She adds: “I don’t really talk a lot to my school 
friends about my acting. I’ll tell them if they ask 
me, but I don’t like to boast. 

“My favourite classes are dance and drama or 
anything to do with performing arts really, but I 
also enjoy PE At the end of last term, I had a role 
in We Will Rock You, the school production.”

children travel by train meet their Nana (Deanna 
Dunagan) and Pop-Pop (Peter McRobbie). 

Initially, the children are charmed by the 
old-fashioned ways of the grandparents, who 
volunteer at a local hospital and allow Rebecca 
and Tyler the run of the homestead, except for one 
area which is out of bounds. 


HE phenomenal success of The Sixth 
Sense, the third feature of Indian-born 
film-maker M Night Shyamalan, was a 
blessing and a curse. Subsequent forays 
into the weird and wonderful have fallen 
short, with the exception of the unfairly maligned 
mystery, Unbreakable. 

In The Visit, the writer-director embraces the 
current fad of found footage thrillers to recount 
an awkward reunion through the lens of a teenage 
girl, who is making a documentary about her 
dysfunctional family. 

This flimsy conceit allows Shyamalan to 
alternate between static wide shots and juddering 
handheld footage, as characters flee for their lives 
with cameras supposedly in their sweaty palms. 

Rebecca (Olivia DeJonge) and her scaredy-cat 
younger brother Tyler (Ed Oxenbould) prepare to 
spend a week in the country with the 
grandparents they have never met. 

This estrangement stems from an unspoken 
incident that their single mother (Kathryn Hahn) 
refuses to discuss on camera. 

”1 did something that I choose not to tell you," 
she explains nervously. 

While the mother spends quality time with her 
new boyfriend Miguel (Jorge Cordova), the 


"There’s mould in the basement. We don’t want 
you to get sick," casually explains Pop-Pop. 

The old folks retire to bed and the children are 
asked to remain in their room. Late one night, 
Rebecca and Tyler hear strange sounds and they 
venture into the darkness to investigate... 

The Visit is devoid of jump-out-of- 
your-skin scares. Creeping tension is restricted to 
one scene in the kitchen that teasingly suggests 
Shyamalan is remaking a Brothers Grimm 
fairytale. 

In the midst of the escalating madness, the 
teenage protagonist and her younger brother 
always manage to capture pivotal conversations, 
which strains credibility. 

Stylistic suspensions of disbelief would be 
tolerable if Shyamalan’s script wasn't pocked with 
gaping plot holes and preposterous lapses in logic. 

In particular, he asks us to accept that one 
character would be negligent and fail to share a 
basic yet essential piece of information, in order 
to engineer the film's ridiculous final act. 

There is no big twist here like The Sixth Sense, 
just a big shameless cheat that we spot 
straightaway.

om Hardy portrays both 
Ronnie and Reggie Kray 
in Brian Helgeland’s 
brutal portrait of the 
notorious gangsters. 
One helping of the London-born 
leading man, with his imposing 
physical presence and 
willingness to delve into the 
darkest recesses of the human 
psyche, is usually an 
emotionally bruising treat. A 
double dose of Hardy should be 
an overflowing feast for the 
senses. 

Surprisingly, the neat 
gimmick of casting the same 
actor in dual roles proves an 
almighty distraction. 

Using the visual shorthand of 
a pair of spectacles to 
distinguish between the two 
Krays, Hardy plays Ronnie as a 
blackly humorous psychopath, 
who seems to be one giggle shy 
of Jack Nicholson’s Joker. 

Reggie, as a dutiful son, always 
puts family ties ahead of 
personal desires. 


“My loyalty to my brother is 
how I measure myself,” he 
confides. 

Helgeland’s period drama is 
torn between these two very 
different faces of the same 
blood-spattered coin. 

Ultimately, the film comes 
apart at the seams as it lurches 
between tenderness and lurid 
violence to lay bare the 
unshakeable bond between the 
brothers. 

Reggie and identical twin 
Ronnie own a lucrative club in 
London, where the rich and 
famous rub shoulders with bad 
boys and criminals. 

With guidance from business 
manager Leslie Payne (David 
Thewlis), the club goes from 
strength to strength and the 
brothers entertain a 
transatlantic union with 
organised crime boss Meyer 
Lansky. 

“London is going to be the Las 
Vegas of Europe,” grins 
Lansky’s associate Angelo 
Bruno (Chazz Palminteri). 

On the mean streets of the 
capital, the Krays continue a 
brutal turf war with Charlie 
Richardson (Paul Bettany) and 
remain one step ahead of 
Detective Superintendent 
Leonard ‘Nipper’ Read 
(Christopher Eccleston). 

Reggie embarks on a giddy 


romance with 16-year-old 
Frances Shea (Emily Browning), 
sister of his driver Frankie 
(Colin Morgan), despite 
vociferous protests from her 
mother (Tara Fitzgerald). 

The relationship coincides 
with Ronnie’s turbulent affair 
with Edward Smith (Taron 
Egerton). 

Sibling rivalry intensifies and 
Reggie struggles to contain his 
brother’s sadistic impulses and 
keep Frances on an even keel. 

Based on the book The 
Profession of Violence by John 
Pearson, Legend captures the 
fashions and sounds of fFifties 
and sixties London with aplomb, 
but the abrupt shifts in pace and 
tone are deeply discomfiting. 

Hardy’s portrayals of Ronnie 
and Reggie are fascinating but 
placed side by side, they induce 
a cinematic headache. 

Supporting cast are similarly 
torn between understated 
(Browning) and exaggerated 
(Egerton), including a colourful 
turn from John Sessions as a 
slippery conservative peer. 

The running time drags in 
places but it’s hard to tear your 
eyes from the screen, even when 
Helgeland’s film seems to be 
careening wildly out of control.

AIRY Bikers Dave Myers and Si King 
were determined to throw themselves 
into the action while making new BBC 
Two road trip series Northern Exposure 
- even if that meant a spot of 
wife-carrying. 

The pair circumnavigated the vast Baltic Sea for 
the six-part series, which sees them biking and 
exploring the cuisine of countries including 
Poland, Sweden, Russia and Finland, where King 
was persuaded to indulge in a favourite local 
sport. 

“Dave said, ‘I think he would like a go at the 
wife-carrying’, and I went, ‘Pardon me, WHAT?”’ 
King recalls. 

“I disappeared down the boardwalk with this 
very light and lovely lady attached to my neck 
going, ‘See you later lads, I am not coming back!”’ 

The trip had been in the pipeline for a few years, 
but had to be put on hold after King received 
emergency treatment for a life-threatening brain 
aneurysm in 2014. 

Today, the 47-year-old dad of three is recovering 
well - although he admits he does have to keep an 
eye on his fatigue levels, given the high-energy 
nature of the Bikers’ work. 

Myers, meanwhile, says getting back on the road 
with his pal (who he met more than 20 years ago 
when both were crew members on a TV adaptation 
of Catherine Cookson’s The Gambling Man) has 
been “magic... like putting on a pair of comfy 
shoes”. 

“It’s better than ever really, because we 
appreciate it a bit more,” the former Strictly Come 
Dancing contestant adds. 

The pair slimmed down in 2012 after embarking 
on a healthy eating kick, but admit they are feeling 
a bit softer around the edges again, after enjoying 
such delights as strawberry vodka cheesecake and 
pickled fish during the filming of Northern 
Exposure. 

“After the three months on the road in the 
Baltics and Sweden, we need to practise what we 
preach a bit really,” Myers, 57, confesses. “We’ve 
both put half a stone on and need to shift it.” 

The busy pair have also released a new 
cookbook, The Hairy Bikers’ Meat Feasts, in which 
they celebrate meaty recipes, from shepherd’s pie 
and chilli con carne, to pies and curries. 

“It’s a big book, with more than 150 recipes,” 
says Myers. “We wanted to write the perfect meat 
book with everything we’ve learned.” 

According to King - who’s particularly partial to 
a “proper corned beef, not the tinned stuff” - the 


key to a good meat dish is buying the best quality 
meat you can. 

“I’d rather have one piece of fantastic meat 
that’s been subjected to good husbandry, than have 
20 bits of the cheapest mince.” 

After almost a decade on our screens (the first 
series of The Hairy 

Bikers’ Cookbook aired in 2006), the pair are still 
learning about food all the time. 

“We’re not trained chefs and we haven’t got a 
restaurant, but we’ve had the most incredible 
opportunities to experiment with food,” says 


Myers. 

“I often say we must be the two most 
over-stimulated human beings on the planet,” King 
adds. “We go from one fantastic thing to another. 
That’s always an enormous privilege.” 

Having Myers on the road with him through 
thick and thin has meant the most of all. 

“It transcends friendship, he’s like my brother. 
We love each other’s mad foibles,” says King. 

“Life brings surprises on a constant daily basis; 
those surprises are there to make you stronger. 

You have big life changes, you do, and we know 


that if either one of us go through that, we will be 
there to catch each other.” 

Want to try some recipes from the Hairy Bikers 
at home? Here’s one from Meat Feasts. 

HAM AND PEA SOUP 
(SERVES 4-6) 

300g split peas (green are traditional for this Finnish recipe, 
but 

yellow are fine) 

Pinch of bicarbonate of soda 
1 small ham hock 

1 onion, stuck with 2 cloves 

2 bay leaves 

1 blade of mace 
1 onion, diced 
1 carrot, diced 
Itbsp hot mustard 

100ml whipping or double cream (optional) 

Freshly ground black pepper 

Soak the peas overnight in a big bowl of cold water with a 
pinch of bicarbonate of soda - bicarb helps to soften pulses. 
Put the ham hock in a large saucepan, cover it with 
cold water and bring to the boil. Immediately 
remove the pan from the heat and drain, discarding 
the water. Rinse the ham hock and the saucepan to 
get rid of any starchy foam that may have 
accumulated. 

Put the hock back in the pan and cover with 
1.5-2L of water. Add the onion with cloves, the bay 
leaves and mace to the pan. It’s a good idea to tie 
them all in a piece of muslin, but it’s not essential. 
Just remember they’re there and remove them 
before blending the soup. Bring the water to the 
boil and simmer for an hour. 

Drain the split peas and rinse them well. Put them 
in a separate saucepan, cover with water and bring 
them to the boil, then boil hard for 10 minutes. 

Drain and add the split peas to the pan with the 
ham hock, along with the diced onion and carrot. 
Simmer until the peas are tender - this will take 
about 45 minutes to an hour. Check the water level 
regularly and add a little extra if necessary - the 
soup shouldn’t be too thick. 

Using tongs, fish the ham hock out of the pan 
and remove the onion, bay leaves and mace. Set 
the ham aside until it’s cool enough to handle, then 
break it up, pulling the meat into pieces and 
discarding the skin and bone. 

Add the mustard to the soup, check the 
seasoning and add some black pepper to taste - 
you shouldn’t need any salt because of the ham. 
Blend to a rough puree - a quick whizz with a stick 
blender is all you need - then add some of the ham 
to the soup and warm it through. Lightly whip the 
cream, if using, and gently fold it into the soup, then 
garnish with the remaining ham and serve.

Along with Porter, Kishen 
Velani has signed a new two-year 
deal with the club as Essex try to 
keep some of their up-and- 
coming youngsters. 

But the departure of seamer 
Reece Topley to Hampshire is a 
huge blow. 

“It was gutting news that 
Reece has gone, it hit all of us 
pretty hard,” Porter added. 

“He is a great lad and such a 
big part of the side, so it is 
disappointing that he won’t be 
around next year. 

“But I am delighted that Kish 
is staying and that is really good 
news for the club.” 


Departing Grayson: I 
gave my all to the job 

Coach agrees to leave post in ‘best interests of club’

PAUL GRAYSON says he gave 
“everything he possibly could” as 
head coach at Essex but left in the 
best interests of the cricket club. 

After weeks of speculation sur¬ 
rounding his position at the ECG, 
it was announced last week that 
the 44-year-old, who has spent 19 
years at the club - eight as coach - 
had agreed to leave by mutual 
consent. 

His future had been thrown 
into doubt in July when new 
cricket committee chairman Ron¬ 
nie Irani said Grayson was head 
coach at “that moment in time”. 
Then, after the loss to Birming¬ 
ham Bears in the NatWest T20 
Blast quarter-finals Irani failed in 
an attempt to have Grayson 
removed immediately. 

Grayson told the Gazette he had 
hoped to go after the Eagles had 
reached the final of the Royal Lon¬ 
don One-Day Cup later this 
month, but when Essex were 
knocked out of the competition by 
Yorkshire, it brought the decision 
forward. 

“There’s been one or two 
changes within the club and I just 
felt it was right for me to move on 
and also for the players to exper¬ 
ience another coach,” he said. 

“I’ve worked with a lot of those 
lads for a long time and they 
probably need the opportunity to 
work with someone else who 
might be able to give them fresh 
ideas. 

“Sometimes as a coach you can 
only take the players as far as you 
can go and we’ve done very well in 
one-day cricket over the years and 
gone very close, but we’ve fallen 
down at the final hurdle, quarter¬ 
finals and a lot of semi-finals. 

“I’ve had eight years in the job 


and I’ve given everything I’ve got 
to that job but it’s probably time 
for someone else to take it on now 
and hopefully they can get over 
the line and start winning those 
trophies. 

“Whenever you leave a job, 
you’ve got to make sure you do it 
for the right reasons and I hon¬ 
estly believe that I’ve done it in 
the best interests of the club. 

“It needs a different voice and 
that’s why I made the decision 
with the chief executive [Derek 
Bowden] about ten days ago. 

“I was always going to stay in 
the job while we were in the Royal 
London Cup because I wanted to 
go out with a Lord’s final but as 
soon as we got knocked out I knew 
it was the right time to go and 
that’s the reason why it was 
made. 

Wonderful 

“I had 19 wonderful years at the 
club and I’ve only got good things 
to say about that place. Whoever 
comes in is going to be working 
with a great group of lads and 
working at an excellent club and I 
wish them all the best and hope¬ 
fully they take them on to the next 
level and win some trophies.” 

Grayson says winning the 
Friends Provident Trophy in 2008 
and sticking to the policy of bring¬ 
ing through the county’s youth 
players are his proudest 
moments, but admits the inability 
to perform in the big matches was 
the biggest disappointment. 

“The Lord’s final was special,” 
he said. “I had a very good rela¬ 
tionship with Mark Pettini, who 
was captain, and that was a great 
day for everyone who was 
involved in the club, that’s the 
standout. 

“What I’ve tried to do is stick by 
the club policy of developing our 


younger players, and we’ve done 
that with a great deal of success 
through the academy through 
John Childs and recently through 
Barry Hyam in the second team 
and myself and Chris Silver- 
wood. 

“Essex is a fantastic club and 
we’ll always produce good players 
and we’ve always maintained 
we’ll stay away from Kolpak play¬ 
ers unlike some other big 
counties that are in the country. 


“The last couple of years in 
championship cricket have been 
disappointing, particularly last 
year, just missing out with the 
most number of points for a team 
never to get promoted. 

“Obviously in one-day cricket 
not quite getting over the line and 
going so close [was diasspoint¬ 
ing]. 

“We’ve had eight or nine 
quarter-finals and four finals days 
and they’ve just fallen short at the 


end for one reason or the other. 

“You come across better sides 
in quarter-finals and finals days, a 
couple of the sides have just had 
that extra bit of quality that we’ve 
been lacking, and probably 
there’s a few mental scars there 
for one or two on big matches. 

“When you do lose so many 
quarter-finals and semi-finals 
there’s got to be a bit of history in 
people’s minds when they go out 
to play.” 


Gladwin’s so 
sure Town can 
bounce back 

NEIL GLADWIN is convinced 
his side are good enough to excel 
in Division Two - and wants his 
side to step up to the plate next 
season. 

The Ash Tree Field men 
completed a miserable season in 
the third tier - following 
promotion last season - when 
they lost heavily by six wickets 
in their final game of the 
campaign as opponents Fives &

Town were eventually all out 
for 97 after a devastating period 
which saw five wickets fall in 
seven balls for just a single run.

Farmer finished with two 
wickets, finishing with figures of 
2-13. 

Gladwin added: “It’s been an 
incredibly hard year for all 
involved.

I 
have got family here. If you got 
there, you have to go up there for 
the right reasons. 

“It was difficult. If it was some¬ 
where else in England it probably 
would have been different, but to 
go all the way to Scotland and not 
get the right deal, leaving my fam¬ 
ily behind is a lot. 

“I’m just waiting for a club to 
come to me. I’m not chasing any

more. When I first came back

“But I am having a good time 
here.
